7.1 Mayor Wasserman opened consideration to Receive Update on South Fremont/Warm
Springs Area Studies
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Economic Development Director Lori Taylor provided an overview of the EDA grant and its
purpose and outlined efforts to date. Planning Director Jeff Schwob presented an approach to
complete the studies and reviewed land use categories prior to purchase of the 167 acres by
Union Pacific Railroad and land use concepts. Staff responded to questions from
Councilmembers. Economic Development Director Taylor introduced Scott Moore (Union
Pacific Railroad representative). Mr. Moore provided comments related to the Railroad’s
purchase of the 167 acres of property. Mr. Moore responded to questions from
Councilmembers. Mayor Wasserman opened the item for public comment. Nina Moore
(Fremont Chamber of Commerce) encouraged all stakeholders in this discussion to maintain
open dialogue in an effort to maintain a constructive partnership between the City and Union
Pacific Railroad.
